ENDORSING EMPLOYERS’ LIABILITY LAW 


Bill there was a general tendancy among the employers of the state 
to denounce it as unreasonable and to declare that its provisions were 
against the interests of invested capital. The Chronicle, the organ 
: ’ of the employers, was very bitter in its attacks upon the measure, and 
a denounced and cartooned it.to the limit. That was searcely a year 
ago, and yet today we find the,point of view of the the employers 
everywhere changing and favoring instead of opposing the measure, 
and one of the largest employers of labor in the state, the Pacifie Gas 
& Electrie Company, saying in its report for the fiscal year 
. The legislature of 1913 enacted a workman’s compensation act, 
effective January 1, 1914, along lines which have become familiar 
through similar enactments in other statgs. While our experience 
under this law has been limited, we recognize the justness of its under- 
lying purposes and are also of opinion that the means and methods it 
provides for the settlement of claims for the injury and disability of 
employes will not, in view of the company’s liberal policy in the past, 
prove unduly burdensome to the company in the future, and will be 
more satisfactory to its employes. The claims department of the com- 
pany, come months before the act’ became effective, innaugurated a 
‘safety first’ campaign—the chief features of which, consisting of 
systematic inspection, the education of employes, the installation of 
safety deyices and the elimination of avoidable hazardous construc- 
tion, will be permanently retained.’’ 


The above declaration is a very notable change in the position 
of: the employer, and while the Pacific Gas & Electric Company de- 
clares that it had already taken the preliminary steps to protect its 
employes, at the time the Boynton law was passed, yet the fact that 
it alludes that in its report, and that it indorses the law and declares 
that it is along the lines of modern social progress, shows that public 
opinion among the employing class is changing and is getting to look 
at the idea which the bill represents from a far different position it 
did twelve months ayo. 

The change in ae line is not unlike the change that has come 
over the employer in the matter of hours and wages, and in the as- 
sumption that the employee had no rights that must be respected. It 
was at one time the prevailing opinion that the employer had a right 
to oblige his employee to stand for all that he could bear, and then 
some, and that the health, just wages, comfort and happiness of the 
employee was none of his affair. That idea is now held by only a few 
relics of the past; like Harrison Gray Otis and Colonel John P. Irish, 
the rest of humanity recognize that ‘‘the laborer is worthy of his 
hire,’’ and that the employer must treat his employee as a human 
being. 

Gradually, step by step, that fact has been forced upon the em- 
ployer, and now we have arrived at the position that where a man’s 
life and health is injured by reason of his occupation, he has a right 
to compensation, and his family, who depends upon him have a right

THE FARMERS AND THE EIGHT HOUR LAW 


. Led on by John P. Irish, who has never been known in his long 
and venturesome career to advocate anything that was not opposed to 
the mass of the people, and favored by the capitalistic few the farmers 
in their convention at Davis this week have denounced the proposed 
universal eight hour law, and have pledged themselves to fight it. 
Irish denounced of course the labor unions, and declared that they 
were the universal enemy which was tring to destnoy everyone, and 
everything. Resolutions were adopted declaring that the adoption of 
the law would wipe out the fruit interests of the state, and in fact 
that dire destruction would follow if the law was adopted. 

The statement and charges have a familiar ring. They are not 
new. On the contrary they are old as the struggle between labor and 
capital, between employer and employe. Why the farmer cannot 
have an eight hour law just as well as the rest of the community, it 


they were forced to limit their hours of trade to eight that they could 
not survive. We were told that eight hours would mean a decrease 
in the amount of work, who says that now? In all the larger towns 
stores close early, and yet the public buys as much and eats as much 
and lives as well as ever. 

We were told that the Griffin Eight Hour Law for women meant 
their destruction as employes, but there is the same demand for wom- 
en’s labor as always, and the world keeps moving just about the same 
as ever. Women still work in laundries, in restaurants, and hotels, 


and still are able to get employment, and while they are required to 
work less, their pay has been increased. 

There is no reason why the man on the farm should be required 
to work longer than the man in the factory. There are certain super- 
stitions about a farm, which make those who run them think that they 
must do a great deal that is unnecessary, but we notice that those who 
make the greatest success of farming, just as those who make the 
greatest success in business, are not those who are all the time work- 
their employes to have a 


It is perfectly possible that circumstances upon a farm may re- 


quire more labor today, and less tomorrow. Hay has to be gotten in 
before it rains, fruit must be picked while it is ripe, and an eight hour 
law should take into consideration those facts. 
labor were fixed by the week instead of by the day, and one day of
